Film ing of a motion picture, w ith its 
climax modeled on the death at sea 
of Captain Alfred Lowenstein, the Bel­ 
gian multi-millionaire, took ten lives 
in the Pacific ocean off bere late yes­ 
terday. 
Ju st as the screen party was prepar­ 
ing to shoot the scene in which L owt- 
enstein dropped m ysteriously from his 
airplane into the 
English 
Channel, 
two of the three planes used in the 
action crashed in mid-air and carried 
all hands to death. 
Three bodies were recovered shortly 
after the tragic collision and a gigan­ 
tic search to find the missing, includ­ 
ing K enneth Hawks, director-husband 
of M ary Astor, one of 
the 
screen’s 
m ost beautiful actresses, was under­ 
way today. 
Coast 
guard 
cutters, 
speedboats, 
planes and a blimp hovered over the 
point w here the two ships plunged 
into the w ater. 
In addition to Hawks, those miss­ 
ing were: George Eastm an, 
cam era­ 
man ; Otto Jordan, assistant cam era­ 
m an; Paul Rous and Ross Cook, pi­ 
lots; and Tom H arris and H ank Jo­ 
han ess r prop boys. 
Those bodies recovered were throw n 
clear of the planes as they fell. 
They 
were Max Gold, 
assistant 
director; 
Conrad Wells, cam eram an, and Ben 
Frankel, assistant cam eram an. 
The party, headed by 
Hawks, 
an 
aviator and a prom inent film colony 
figure, was about to take the final shot 
of the picture starring W arner Bax­ 
ter. 
The latter was not in the party. 
Two of the motion picture planes 
carried the directors and the cam era­ 
men. 
The third held 
a 
parachute 
jum per who was to be filmed as he fell 
to the water. 
Eye witnesses said one of the two 
cam era planes suddenly side-slipped 
into the other. 
There was a crunch as the wings 
struck and struts gave way and then 
an explosion. 
The 
two 
planes, locked together, 
fell in flames 3,000 feet to the w ater. 
Three men either were 
throw n 
or 
jum ped from the ships as they fell. 
A lone burning 
wing 
tip 
stayed 
above w ater for a m inute and then 
w ent under. 
Presum ably the seven 
men still aboard went to the bottom 
tangled in the wreckage. 
Captain 
Roscoe Turner, 
one-time 
holder of the trans-continental speed 
record, believed the men were dead 
before they struck. 
T urner piloted 
the 
plane 
carrying 
the 
parachute 
jum per. 
“I didn’t see the actual crash,” T ur­ 
ner said. 
“When I looked back the 
planes were locked and afire. Nobody 
could have lived in that crash.” 
Hoot Gibson, one of the few licensed 
pilots in the film colony, saw the col­ 
lision from the beach. 
“I think the pilots m ust have been 
blinded by the sun," he said. 
“I saw 
them touch wing tips and then swing 
into each other. 
The explosion was 
terrific and flames engulfed both ships 
in a second.” 
Miss Astor was in a state of col­ 
lapse today. 
At the tim e the crash occurred she 
was on the stage at the Majentic the­ 
ater, going through a m atinee 
per­ 
form ance of a play in which she was 
starred. She was not told of the ac­ 
cident until after the show was over. 
Hawks and Miss Astor were m arried 
here three years ago.

— The 
ten men who perished when two mo­ 
tion picture planes collided and plung­ 
ed into the Pacific ocean late yester­ 
day probably were dead before the 
ships struck the water.

T he annual report of the United States Coast Guard im­ 
presses the reader with the wide range of Coast Guard activities, 
and the perils incurred in the course of duty and the value to the 
public in the protection of life and property. 
The report, as considered by many, is an argument, too, fa­ 
voring the efforts now being made for more adequate pay for not 
only the Coast Guard but also the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Public Health Service and Coast and Geodetic Survey. 
Reading the news reports of Coast Guard work in capturing 
rum runners and their cargoes, some laymen gain the idea that 
that is the sum total of Coast Guard work. But here are some of 
the principal operations of the Coast Guard during the last fiscal 
year: 
Lives saved or persons rescued from peril, 4,375; persons on 
board vessels assisted, 18,725; persons, in distress, cared for, 879; 
vessels boarded or papers examined, 80,263; vessels seized or re­ 
ported for violations of law, 2,571; fines and penalties incurred 
by vessels reported, $424,725; regattas and marine parades pa­ 
trolled, 104; instances of lives saved and vessels assisted, 4,419; 
instances of miscellaneous assistance, 4,867; derelicts and other 
obstructions to navigation removed or destroyed, 267; value of 
derelicts recovered and delivered to owners, $38,200; value of ves­ 
sels assisted, including cargoes, $49,128,375; persons examined 
for certificates as lifeboat men, 4,721. 
An example of long distance rescue work occurred when the 
Coast Guard cutter Mojave steamed out of Boston harbor and 
picked up the rudderless freighter West Hika in a howling storm 
and towed the crippled steamship 500 miles to port after a week 
of splendid seamanship. This was a Coast Guard job, freely ten­ 
dered, without charge. Had the West Hika been a salvage prize, 
it would have cost her $20,000. 
Among the “odd jobs” done by the Coast Guard are warning 
vessels in danger, furnishing food, fuel and water to vessels iii 
distress, succoring the shipwrecked, medical and surgical aid, as­ 
sistance at fires, fighting forest fires, helping in floods and other 
calamities, burial of bodies cast up by the sea, sheltering way­ 
farers from storms, restoring lost children, helping to maintain 
order, arresting lawbreakers, recovering lost and stolen property, 
and a few other things. 
A Coast Guard is as busy as theOld Lady who lived in a Shoe 
attending to his manifold duties. Not the least trouble he has to 
face is the criticism, sometimes of the most violent sort, levelled 
at him when he obeys the orders of superiors in attempting to 
check illicit rum traffic.

ON DAIRY FARMS 


Corn, Alfalfa and Pasture 
Grass Most Suitable. 


(Prepared by the United States Department 
o f A g r 'e u l t u r e . ) 
Corn, alfalfa, and pasture grass have 
proved to be tile most profitable crops 
grown on the dairy experiment farm 
operated at Beltsville, Md., by tile 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Tile bureau of dairy industry 
uses a six-year rotation, three years 
alfalfa and three years corn. Tile pas­ 
ture is comparatively permanent and 
does not enter into the rotation ex­ 
cept at intervals. 
T. E. Woodward, in outlining the ro­ 
tation, says: 
“In changing from corn 
to alfalfa the ground is manured in 
the fall after the crop is removed for 
silage. 
The land is then plowed and 
left in the rough tx* allow pulveriza­ 
tion by freezing. 
The alfalfa is sown 
about the first of Apii I and produces 
two small cuttings the first year. 
“ In changing from Alfalfa to corn 
the first cutting of alfalfa is removed 
the latter part of May, Hie ground Is 
plowed, and corn is planted for silage. 
Manure is applied for each crop of 
corn except the one following the al­ 
falfa, and In summer, when it cannot 
be used on the com or alfalfa, it is 
placed on the pastures. 
Id me is ap­ 
plied every six years previous to 
sowing the alfalfa.” 
A mixture of six pounds of orchard 
grass, four of timothy, three or red- 
top, four of bluegrass, four of red 
clover, and two of alsike, sowed about 
April I on land that has been fait 
I plowed and manured, provides pas- 
j ture about June. 
If the first crop of 
j newly sown alfalfa Is weedy it Is 
I made into hay, but instead of giving it 
j b am ftnace it is stacked iii the pas­ 
ture, which is fenced so cows can eat 
it when pastures are short aud dry. 


Send Culled Spuds to 
Market in Cream Cans 
Minnesota creameries will pay fair 
prices this fall for culled [iotatoes, 
providing they are first fed to cows 
and 
converted 
into 
dairy 
products. 
Careful analyses show that, pound for 
pound, potatoes have about Hie same 
feeding value as ordinary silage. 
Si­ 
lage has 17.7 pounds of total diges­ 
tible nutrients in a IOO pounds, while 
potatoes have 17.1 pounds. 
Dr. C. H. Eckles, chief of the dairy 
division, 
university farm, 
St. 
Paul, 
w arns against overfeeding potatoes, 
since it has been found that -0 to 25 
pounds daily per cow are about all 
th a t can lie fed to advantage. 
Where 
it is feasible to cook Hie potatoes, this 
is a good plan and cooked potatoes 
may be fed lip to 30 or 35 pounds a 
day. 
Greater am ounts result, in giv­ 
ing the milk aud butter a poor flavor 
aud may cause indigestion. 


Produce Clean Milk 
According to M. J. Prucha of the 
University of Illinois in Ids recent, 
bulletin issued by the University of 
Illinois College of Agricultural experi­ 
ment station, tho three most essential 
points in producing milk of low bac­ 
terial count arc: 
The animal must be 
clean and free from dirt. 
The uten­ 
sils that come in contact with Hie 
milk must be properly sterilized. The 
milk must be promptly cooled to a 
tem perature of GO degrees Fahrenheit.

EHIND the grey veil of the 
Northern mists right into the 
heart of an Arctic Winter, airmen 
are preparing to battle the ele­ 
ments in their search for the lost 
flier Carl Eielson, who together 
with his mechanic, Earl Borland, 
has been missing in the Siberian 
region of North Cape since Novem­ 
ber 9. Eielson, who is head of Al­ 
aska Airways, took off in a Hamil­ 
ton all-metal plane to fly to the 
rescue of the trading ship Nanuk, 
reported icebond in the desolate 
North Cape region. 
The vessel 
carried a cargo of valuable furs. 
Since November 9, Eielson and 
his companion have vanished into 
the silence of the Siberian ice­ 
fields. 
His plane was provisioned 
for thirty days, but rescue parties 
ara hopeful that the two mea ara 


►still alive. 
And so for the first 
time airm en are to risk the hazards 
of Winter flying over the Arctic 
basin, where the temperature is 
already 94 degrees below Zf-ro, in 
their errand of mercy.

CAREFUL FEEDING 


Feed a Town’s Population Each Day 
in the World’s Biggest Building 


Forage Crop Suggested for 
i 
Young Porkers. 


T he farm er who wants to make a 
success of his pigs must pay careful 
attention to proper feedings and han­ 
dling, says the New York State Col­ 
lege of Agriculture. 
Corn is a favor­ 
ite high energy feed. 
It is suggested that pigs he allowed 
to run on a forage crop after w ean­ 
ing to give them a better start toward 
the long winter months. 
During tho 
growing and fattening periods, the 
concentrates fed should be of high on 
orgy value with some protein supple­ 
ment, or a combination of protein sup 
ploments. 
Although corn is probably 
host, ground barley or ground rye may 
he 
substituted 
for corn. 
In 
using 
these feeds, farmers should remember 
that they are high in energy but low 
in protein, and that they must be bal 
Kneed with high protein foods in or­ 
der to get the best results. 
Skim milk 
or buttermilk, both of which are high 
in protein and mineral matter, are 
good to balance grains. 
About two 
and one-half to three pounds of milk 
should he fed with one pound of corn 
I for fifty-pound pigs. 
As the animals 
grow the amount of milk may be cor­ 
respondingly decreased, 
j 
Such feeds as tankage, fish meal, al­ 
falfa meal, and oil meal, should be fed 
w here skim milk or buttermilk is not 
available. 
In thei Middle West a com­ 
bination of 50 per cent fish meal, 25 
per cent alfalfa meal, and 25 per cent 
oil meal has been used with corn or 
other feeds to start the pigs. 
About 
15 to 20 per cent of the protein sup­ 
plement should be fed in the begin­ 
ning, and gradually decreased until at 
the finishing period only about. 5 per 
cent is fed. 


Nicotine or Sulphate 
Treatment for Worms 
In 
treating 
sheep 
for 
stomach 
worms, either copper sulphate or nico­ 
tine sulphate should be used. 
Tile 
copper sulphate treatm ent: 
Dissolve 
one-fourth pound of the powdered sul­ 
phate (bluestone) in one pint of boil­ 
ing water, using an enamelware dish, 
as the bluestone corrodes most metals. 
Then add enough cold water to make 
the solution up to three gallons, using 
wooden, earthenw are or other 
non­ 
metallic receptacles. 
This will make 
approximately a I per cent solution 
and will be enough to dose IOO adult 
sheep, allowing IO per cent waste. 
In 
the preparation of Hie dose use only 
clear, blue crystals of copper sulphate. 
Crush the crystals to a fine powder 
when ready to make up the solution. 
H ave the solution the right strength. 
An overdose may kill the sheep while 
less than the amount recommended 
may not kill the worms. Use only tile 
pure 
blue 
crystals, 
not 
bluestone 
which has become white and pow 
fiery.

Bighead Is Incurable 
Derangement of Horse 
In same parts of the United States 
a peculiar disease of horses, known 
as bighead, occurs. The bones become 
soft and spongy in the latter stage jf 
the disease. 
One of the first symptoms is a stiff­ 
ness in gait or a decided lameness, 
usually in one or both hind legs. Close 
examination reveals a thickening or 
enlargement of the bones of the face, 
especially of the branches of the lower 
jaw. 
There is danger that the horse will 
fracture the bones during muscular ex­ 
ertion. 
The disease is incurable. 
In 
the good old horse trading days a 
horse with bighead usually had many 
m asters before lie died.

D etails of th e method a re given in 
Leaflet 43-U, Wild C arlie and lls Con 
trol, ju st issued by the United S lates 
D e p a rtm en t of Agriculture. 
T he leaf­ 
let also gives a description of the plant 
an d of other plants often 
m istaken 
fo r garlic. 
F arm ers should be tilde to 
recognize wild garlic, the dep artm en t 
says, tis if is more difficult to e ra d i­ 
c a te than the o th e r species. 
G razing with live stock, especially 
sheep, for several seasons, a s closely 
a s may be safe without serious injury 
to the pasture, aids in keeping down 
th e grow th of garlic in steep, rocky 
o r wooded pastu res th at cannot 
be 
plowed. 
When dairy cows tire p a s ­ 
tu re d in garlicky fields, it Is neces­ 
sa ry to remove them from the p asture 
fou r to seven hours before milking to
